ACTION BY INJURED BOY. 


In the — Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice 

Mr. E. 7. "Kelly (instructed b , Charles 
8. Doyle), who appeared for t laintiff in 
the action brought by Hubert Tale Loftus, 
an infant suing by his father, John Loftus, 
of 24 Valentia parade, North Circular road, 
Dublin, against Edward J. F. Holland, 29 
Northumberland road, Dublin, asked for leave 
to add as defendants the Rathfarnham Golf 
Club. Counsel said that the plaintiff's claim 
was for damages for personal injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff, owing to the negli- 
gence of t efendant, Edward Holland, 
whereby the plaintiff was violently struck and 
seriously injured with a golf ball played by 
the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Pim asked how could the golf 
club be brought in as defendants. 

Mr. Kelly said that the action had been 
commenced against Holland, and his ap be 
tion was to add the golí club as defe 
They wanted to sue the club for  ahaitas 
in the manner in which they laid out and 
fenced the golf course.

MAYO MAN’S MONEY. 
CHANCERY SUIT. 


In the Chancery Division, before the Master 
of the Rolls, the administration case of 
Mulroy, deceased—McAndrew wv. Mulroy 
adjourned into court on the Chief Clerk’s 
certificate, was heard. The action was 
brought in connection with the administration 
of the estate of the late Michael Malroy, 
farm labourer, of Longfield, Straide, County 
Mayo, by Mrs. Mary McAndrew, sister of 
the deceased, who died intestate on the 27th 
March, 1922, leaving asseta amounting to 
£846, consisting of £2 in cash in the house, 
a deposit receipt for £650 in the Bank of 
Ireland, with interest up to the date of his 
death amounting to £56;'a cheque payable 

to the deceased by the Congested Districts 
Bes for £104, and another cheque Maith 
to him by Mrs. Bridget Gallagher for £33 
10s.

This is the 
yuestion which the Bournville Village Trust 
hope to answer in their new block of service 
flats, admirably furnished and equipped, at 
Woodbrook road, Bournville“ Thirty-two in- 
dependent flats have been erected in a two- 
storey building, on three sides of a square, 
open to the South to catch the sun. Twenty- 
four are single thre-roomed fiats, let at 25s. 
weekly rent; four double flats at 22s., and 
four bed-sittingrooms at 15s. These rentals 
irclude the use of communal diningroom, rest- 
room, garden, and tennis courts, and all clean- 
ing, heating, and cooking. So the tenants are 
free as temperament, or mood decides to 
choose between complete privacy and com- 
muna! intercourse. The enterprise is an ex- 
periment as interesting to landlord as to 
tenant, for, despite t exceptionally low 
rents, a reasonable return upon the capital in- 
vested is confidently anticipated.

A 
bricklayer in Copenhagen to-day was paid at 
the rate of 95.6 per cent. increase on his pre- 
war wage, while the Dublin bricklayer was 
working for a wage representing 150 per cent 
increase on the pre-war figure. A labourer 
in Copenhagen was working for a wage re- 
presenting 118.2 per cent. increase on the pre- 
war rate, while in the case of a labourer in 
Dublin the increase on the pre-war figure 
was 220 per cent. 

In England wages had been reduced from 
a high level to a very much lower level 
through friendly negotiations It was hard 
to understand why they could not bring about 


reductions in Ireland in the same spirit. If |

£290 HOUSES. 


Ballymena Urban Council has accepted a 
tender for the erection of sixteen houses at a 
cost of £290 each.

RUBBER FLOORING, 


The Standing Science Committee of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects hag been 
considering the subject of architectural 
acoustics, which may be considerably effected 
by the use of rubber for flooring and wail 
surfaces. Recently rubber blocks have been 
laid round the Cenotaph in Whitehall. Here 
a smooth concrete surface has been first pre- 
pared, and on this hot pitch has been spread 
prior to laying the rubber. The blocks of 
rubber have a groove on one side and a 
corresponding projection on the other, which 
has the effect of morticing and tenoning one 
block into the other when laid.

change in conditions for the trade which the 


chairman foresees is very substantial. 
| Another interesting point made by the Ship 
i Canal Cement Company's chairman was tne 
i much greater increase which had been made 
in the use of cement within recent years by 
the United States than by Britain. The 
| reason for this disparity was attributed to the 
failure of the British cement trade to adopt a 
policy of propaganda with the object of edu- 
cating the potential consumer in the uses of 
cement.

BRICKLAYERS AGAINST 
LONGER WORKING WEEK.

Lord Londonderry, in moving the second 
reading of the Housing Bill in the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland, referred to the 
Act of 1919, which, he said, did not receive 
the entire approval of local authorities. 
These authorities ‘were required to build to 
specifications which did not make provision 
for the class of houses most required, but 
resulted in the erection of houses unsuited for 
thé needs of the working classes, and which 
could not be let at an economic rent. So 
far as Northern Ireland was concerned, the 
Government regarded the Act as a failure. It 
was true that a certain number of houses 
were built by the Belfast Corporation, tut 
outside Belfast authorities were deterred by 
the high costs and the problem of -conomic 
rents. They consequently took very sight 
advantage of the Act, and even in Belfast, 
where the estimated shortage was between 
8,000 and 10,000 houses, only some 460 houses 
were erected. Under the Additional Powers 
Act some 530 houses were built by private 
builders, while some advance had been made 
under the grant of sixty per cent. towards 
labour by the Ministry of Labour. Nearly 
1,000 artisans’ dwellings had been put in 
hand by the Belfast. Corporation, and a 
further 280 had been started by private enter- 
prise inside the city, and some 60 more out- 
side. The bulk of the work, however, re- 
mained to be done. . The Restriction of Rents 
Act had served to deter private builders, but 
as it was the intention of the Government to 
introduce a measure dealing with this aspect 
of the question in the next session, he would 
confine himself strictly to the measure now 
before the House.

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LARGE DIAMOND SAW IN 
LONDON. 


- 


There has just been installed in the yard 
of the South-Western Stone Co., Ltd., Batter- 
sea, a large diamond saw, which is of con- 
siderable interest on account of its high speed 
cutting capacity and the efficiency of the 
generad lay-out. 

The saw referred to is a heavy duplex one 
by the Anderson-Grice Co., Ltd., Carnoustie, 
is able to cut 30”’ deep, and has two blades 
72” diameter. 

Direct electric drive is used, with a 45 h.p. 
motor for the saw spindle and an 8 h.p. motor 
for the table. The main 45 h.p. motor is a 
constant speed one, and drives by belt to 
give a peripheral speed to the blades of about 
10,000 feet per minute. The table motor is 
a veritable speed one, giving 380-1,350 r.p.m. 
by shunt control. This range of 34 to 1 gives 
cutting speeds of 44” to 15” per minute. 

There are two tables on the machine, each 
12’ long by 6’ wide, which can. be worked in- 
roar Ón á of each other or together, and 
the arrangement is such that either one or 
both blades can be used over each table. 

The heighth of the spindle can be adjusted 
through a vertical distance of 30’’ to accom- 


modate different sizes of stones, and to enable | 
The | 


checking ‘work to be accurately done. 
deepest stone that can be taken for a cut 30”’ 
deep is 5ft. The rise and fall motion is geared 
to be driven from the motor which operates 
the table. 

The switch gear represents a considerable 
advance on any previous installations. All 
starting and stopping is done by push-button 
controls, and the simplicity of handling is well 
worth the expense a& compared with the or- 
dimary hand gear. 

On test the saw has proved to be capable 
of cutting Portland stone 24” thick at 5” per 
minute with two blades, i.e., a total of 240 
square inches per minute for 30 h.p., 26 h.p. 
being given by the spindle motor and 4 h.p. 
by the table moter. As will be seen, 
machine had still a considerable reserve of 
power even at these figures. 

The tendency to-day is more and more to 
take out of the operator’s hand the skilled 
manipulation of large and powerful machines, 
so that the rate of working can be maintained 
consistently at a high level. Without a doubt, 
this has been achieved in the present instance, 
and the saw described is, perhaps, the most 
complete that. has ever been put into a stone 
yard. 


£70,000,000 FOR RECONSTRUC.

The matter has 
been laid before the Ministry of Transport, 
and a local committee is being formed for 
the purpose of further investigation. 

With respect to a bridge over the Tay, 
it was at first sm d that the pillars of 
the old railway bridge—which collapsed long 
ago—should be utilized for carrying a new 
road ima, w The stumps of these old pillars 
run parallel to the present railway bridge, 
and. the suggestion now made is by no 
means new. Engineering opinion is not, how- 
-ever, strongly in favour of using the old 
pillars, and it is being urged that if a bridge 
his to be constructed it should be on a new 
site. The bridge would be two miles in 
length, and the only definite proposal is that 
it should be constructed of reinforced con- 
crete. In this case, too, the proposals are 
as yet indefinite, but local opinion is strongly 
in favour of an official inquiry into the whole 
subject. At present road traffic across the 
Forth and the Tay, at Queensferry and Dun- 
dee sespectively, is carried wholly by ferry 
steamers, and there have been many delays 
|} since motot transport has become an impor- 
tant part of the trade of the country. 


NEW BRIDGE AT READING. 


The new bridge over the Thames at Read- 
ing is a good example of reinforced concrete 
construction. The bridge is of the arch type, 
the main span being 180ft. between springings, 
which is the largest of its type in the country, 
The four main ribs forming the arch and 
carrying the roadway are tailed down on each 
side of the bridge by mass concrete abut- 
ments, about 50ít. long by 45ft. wide, which 
carry a 12ft. archway, flanked by piers and 
panel walls forming the approaches. 

The bridge is 40ft. in the clear between 
parapets, providing a 27ft. roadway, with two 
footpaths, each 6ft. 6in. wide. Staircases 
on each side of the river have been con- 
structed to afford access to the towpath and 
banks. 

In addition to the wing walls on the 
Caversham side, the viaduct and retaining 
walls on the Reading side are in reinforced 
concrete, and a towpath has been constructed 
on piles under the bridge, clear from the 
bank, on the Reading side. 

The parapets of the bridge are in Portland 
stone throughout, and, with its low rise, the 
structure presents a distinctly pleasing ap- 
pearance. 


THE SCIENCE OF ROAD- 
MAKING, 


A scheme to put road-making on a scientific 
basis is occupying the attention of public offi- 
cials, engineers, transport authorities, and 
other people interested in road construction 
and maintenance. The principal feature of 
the scheme is the establishment uf a chair of 
road engineering at one of the universities, 
probably the University of London. 

Sir Henry Maybury, Director-General of the 
Roads Department of the Ministry of Trans- 
port, states that Great Britain is the only 
country of importance without a chair of high- 
way engineering at a university. The money 
required to establish a chair had not yet been 
fully raised. but one of the City Livery com- 
panies, the Paviors, had promised £5,900, and 
a number-of exhibitors at the Public Works; 
Roads, and Transport Exhibition and Congress 
at the Agricultural Hall, London, N., had 
pledged themselves to provide a substantial 
sum. 


THE INSPECTING ENGINEER. 


Mr. Frances R. Wade, President of the 
Institution of Engineering Inspection, speak- 
ing at an exhibition and demonstration of 
several engineering instruments and inven- 
tions in London, said he thought that the 
ectivities of the Institution might soon be 
guiding the futures of the various branches 
of engineering enterprise throughout this 
country, and, perhaps, the world. For many 
years the engineering profession had been con- 
stantly subdividing itself vertically into 
groups and sections as the multiplicity of 
uses for engineering ekill became apparent 
The institution had rightly been termed the 
horizontal inter-section of all these vertical 
sub-sections of engineering, and its duties 
were to train and standardise the methods 
adopted by those who had to see that only 
work well done went out from our workshops 
to the myriads who were depending upon the 
quality of the product for their very existence 
Of all the good and great work being done 
in the engineering world to-day, the future 
would show that the greatest responsibility 
of all was carried by the inspecting engineer 
in his guardianship of the safety of man- 
kind.

THE PRINCE OF WALES ON 
ELECTRICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


—— Sn“ 


H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, in addressing 
the British Electrical and Allied Manufac- 
turers’ Association (‘‘Beama’’), said :— 
The age of steam passes away ; the age of elec- 
tricity dawns; and to keep our Imperial posi- 
tion we must maintain a lead in electrical de- 
velopment, a lead similar to that which we 
undoubtedly held in the development of steam. 
Now it is possible to look at electrical de- 
velopment not only from the view-point of 
this United Kingdom, but from that of the 
whole Empire. If our though‘: had to be 
kept within the limits of this kingdom we 


conclusion that our material resources, while 
great for the era of steam, are not nearly so 
great for the era of electricity. In water 
power I am afraid we have not the same 
potentialities as other countries, but if we 
extend our field. as we have the right, and 
as, in fact, it is our duty to extend it, to the 
Empire as a whole, we find that overseas 
there are enormous resources in water power, 
and, consequently, in cheaper production of 
electrical energy. In the great Dominion of 
Canada, where I have ptoperty, electrical 
energy has been greatly developed. In fact, 
the possibilities of its extension are almost 
without limit, and in another part of the Em- 
pire, in far-away Tasmania, I understand that 
excellent beginnings have been made to utilise 
the. water power of their lakes for the 
generation of electrical power, and I am sure 
that South Africa. New Zealand and India 
will not be backward in developing their re- 
sources in this direction. (Cheers.) It seems 
to be clear that, if Great Britain continues to 
show the same energy and resources which 
have been shown in the past by scientific 
manufacturers and workers in this industry, 
and gives the world the lead in new inven- 
tions and the practical application of the best 
of their machinery. the Empire wil lead 
the world in the age of electricity just the 
same as it did in the age of steam.

Two Irishmen. 

The Senate of the Free State Parliament 
looked upon itself yesterday with one 
auspicious and one dropping eye. It 
accepted Sir Horace Plunkett s resigna- 
tion with sincere regret, and it congratu- 
lated Mr. W. B. Yeats upon the’ latest 
honour which he has won in the domain 
of letters. It is the small Senate of a 
small State, but no other national assembly 
in ‘this century has been able to claim 
two members of higher distinction than 
Sir Horace Plunkett and Senator Yeats. 
Their reputations embrace both hemi- 
spheres. Sir Horace’s work in making 
‘agriculture at once more scientific and 
more humane is appreciated better in the 
United States than in his own country ; 
but we may believe now that this re- 
proach will be short-lived. Ireland has 
produced no truer patriot, and the time 
is at hand when, purged of the prolonged 
and blinding passions of politica] strife, 
she will recognisé the fact. It becomes 
more manifést every day that the co- 
operative policy which Sir Horace Plunkett 
founded must be the basis of agri- 
cultural progress and social reconciliation 
in the Free State. All good Irishmen 
will rejoice that he has lived to see the 
first-fruits of his toil, and will hope that 
he may be spared to see its later fruits 
thrive in the atmosphere of freedom. His 
seat in the Senate is vacant, but his place 
in the national Pantheon is secure, It 
is not fanciful to find some identity in 
the qualities of mind and character that 
have made Sir Horace Plunkett and Mr. 
Yeats famous, Both have worked with a 
solemn and even austere purpose. Both 
have followed with unfaltering ardour the 
creed that men needs must love the highest 
when they sée. it; and both are being 
justified of their faith. The songs that 
Mr. Yeats sang for a little clan are 
crowned to-day by a verdict as significant 
as ‘was, in its time, the verdict of Elis. 
He has interpreted the soul of Ireland to 
herself and to the world. 

We ought to thank Sir Horace Plunkett 
and Mr. Yeats not only for their work, 
but for their example. History will put 
them in a period that in some respects 
is already remote; they are survivors 
to-day in a world where all things have 
been made new. The Free State, rather 
impatiently, has put much of the old 
sentiment and tradition behind its back. 
It has discarded old trappings in order 
that it may run forward more quickly. 
The men who control its fortunes are young 
men, clever and eager. They have set 
their hands to tasks of national] reconstruc- 
tion, and we have no doubt that they hope 
to be wise and are resolved to be just. 
Will any ‘of these young nation-builders 
have won, twenty or thirty years hence, 
the same sort of intellectual and moral 
authority that some few Ljshmen of the 
older school, like Sir Horace Plunkett

They set forth so much 
for salaries, allowances and other expenses 
in bulk sum, giving no idea of the costs 
of the establishment in one county as com- 
pared with another, and, therefore, pre- 
venting the Government as well as the 
people from exercising any real control 
over the expenditure of individual units.

Irish Clothes. 


The depression in the Irish woollen 
industry which has caused distress 
in Athlone argues no great @arnestness 
in that movement in favour of home 
manufactures which has been associated 
for years past with patriotic propaganda. 
lf patriotic endeavour took the peaceful 
form of cultivating home industries, 
there might be more employment for 
patriots. lf there is anything dis- 
tinctively Irish im dress; it is Irish 
tweed—a cloth racy of the land that 
produces it, appropriate to our climate 
and a useful element in the wardrobe of 
every man and woman. Of late the home- 
spun industry has been declining, .chiefly 
through the lack of 
visitors to our shores. In former times 
there were five. cottage looms working for 
one to-day. In those days every county 
produced its own clothing. The strong, 
handsome cloth then favoured by our 
economical peasant housewives ceased to 
be made when younger generations pre- 
ferred the less homely cloths displayed in 
the country shops, and a lighter homespun 
was made, suited to the taste of tourists 
who liked to wear a “heather mixture” 
when fishing or shooting in the heathery 
West. A psychological cause—a fault of 


the decline of homespun. The inclusion of 
just one garment of native cloth in every 
Irish person’s wardrobe would argue a very 
proper respect for home fashions ; it would

This morning a careíuí examination wa 
made of the outer shrine, the sewer we Cae, 
chamber itself, dnd the partition wall—con- 
sisting of two doorjambs and a lintel—which 
forms the north end of the ante-chamber, with 
the object. of ascertaining whether this partj- 
tion wall was constructed before or after the 
shrines were introduced into the sepulchural 
chamber. 

The conclusions arrived at were the follow. 
ng :'— 
irst—-The walls of the sepulchural cham- 
ber would appear to have been painted simul- 
taneously before the shrines were erected, and 
from: the fact that the partition wall was 
painted at the same time it would follow that 
this was constructed beiore the shrines were 
erected. 

Secondly—The sections of the outermpst 
shrines must have been introduced into the 
sepulchural chamber before the erection of 
the series of inner shrines. 

Thirdly—The larger objects found in’ the 
store chamber leading off from the sepul- 
chural chamber must sivilarly have been in- 
troduced before the shrines were erected. 

It will, therefore, be necessary to work on 
exactly inverse lines to those adonied by the 
men who erected the shrines 3,270 years ago. 
Following this plan, ail the shrines will have 
to be dismantled before anv of their sections 
can be taken out, and the sections of the 
innermost shrines will have to be broncht, out 
first in order io provide the necessary space 
for the turning of the larger sections of the 
outer snrines.

For the dismantling of the outer shrines an 
elaborate scaffolding will have to be erected. 
This, together with the removal of the parti- 
tion wall, which must also be executed to 
facilitate the taking out of the shrine sections, 
which are now in a far. more delicate condi- 
tion. than when they were originally put in, 
will necessarily delay the work, but it will be 
carried out as speedily as possible.—Z'imes 
World Copyright.) 
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IRISH SEA HERRING 
FISHERIES. 


- 


There ig a special interest attaching to Mr. 
W..€. Smith's “History of the Irish Sea 
Herring during the Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
Centuries,’ which has just been publisacd 
(Hodder and Stoughton, 2s. 6d. net) in view 
of the efforts now being made by the Free 
State Ministry of Fisheries to foster and 
wae. both maritime and inland waters. 

Dealing with his subject chiefly from a 
Manx point. of view—-the author is Curator of 
the Port Erin Biological Station—he brings out 
clearly the part played by our East coast 
fishermen in the industry. apd shows how 
valuable an industry it was in years gone by. 
Originally purely local except for what was 
done in a small way from stations on the 
County Down coast, it was not until about 
1823 that boats from Scotland and Cornwall 
began to realise the value of the harvest to 
bs reaped. The Irish contingént increased at 
this time, and in 1855 made up about a third 
of the total fleet. 

The Dublin coast was of little note till 
1860, when the Scots and Cornish men made 


Howth developed rapidly, and five years later 
the fishery realised £94,000. The total fleat 
fishing from the port was something over 300, 
and of these 21 registered locally. The inevit- 
able falling off began in 1874, and there was 
no improvement until 1902. Ardglass and 
Arklow fisheries' were also valuable during 
this period. : a : 

‘Other matters dealt with are the earnings 
of the men, curing, fishing methods, and the 
grounds and seasons. Under the heading 
“ Prodnctivity,’’ the author seeks a reason for 
the falling off, and we find trawling on the 
spawning beds,. too short a spawning season, 
and. over-fishing, abuses which affected our 
fishermen just as much as they affected the 
- Manxmen. : 

The history is well produced. and forms a 
valuable addition to a subject, the importance 
of which is not yet fully appreciated. The 
author has spared no pains in making his 
investigations, and sets out in his introduc- 
tion an interesting list of the sources con- 
sulted. -

We learn that Mr. Lennox Robinson, 
taanager of the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, will 
resign from his post on December Ist, when 
he will become a co-director of the theatre 
with Lady Gregory and Mr. W. B. Yeats. 
His successor will be Mr. Michael J. Dolan, 
the well-known Dublin actor, whose work at 
the Abbey Theatre has gained him a wide 
reputation. Mr. Robinson’s work for the 
theatre in Ireland is second only. to that of 
Synge, Mr. Yeats, and Lady Gregory. “His 
play, ' The White Headed Boy,” had a great 
success not only in London, where it was pro- 
duced at the Ambassador's Theatre, but also 
in Australia and the United States of 
America. Interviewed yesterday by an /rish 
Limes representative, Mr. Robinson said :— 

‘““I came back to the theatre—I had been 
here before as manager from 1910-14—early 
in 1918. I came back when Mr.. Fred 
O'Donovan left, taking a number of the prin- 
cipal players with him. The theatre was at 
one of those moments of crisis which are 
bound to recur in a “stock” theatre, the 
moment when a number of players decide to 
try their fortunes-elsewhere, and as a con- 
sequence, the hard task is laid upon the 
theatre of building up a new company. 

‘Unlike the ordinary theatres the Abbey 
Theatre cannot choose. its players from the 
advertisement columns oí the Hra and the 
Stage. All the players’ training,.from the 
very beginning, needs to be in their own 
theatre, but by dramatic classes from. which 
we draw promising hew material, by the 
assistance of sach of the old players who had 
remained behind, by devotion and hard work 
we have gradually created the company that 
is playing in the Abbey Theatre now. 

“IE was with the theatre in the old pros- 
perous days before the war, when its artistic 
reputation was world-wide, but Í say without 
hesitation that the Abbey company io-day is as 
good as it ever was—indeed Í dare to say it 
is better. 

“1 give up the managership of the company 
with deep regret, my association with the 
players leaves. nothing but, happy memories, 
but the manager and ‘producer in such a 
theatre needs to have only one subject in his 
mind, only one aim before him—the theatre. 

“ 1 have too long been able only to give the 
theatre a part of my attention and for its sake 
it is better I should retire. In Mr. Michael 
Dolan the directors have found a ian who 
has long been associated with the Abbuy, a 
man whose beautiful art is well known to all 
lovers of acting in Dublin, who. will be abic— 
as I have not been.able—to put in long hours 
of hard work in the theatre. I believe the 
traditions of the Abbey Theatre are safe in his 
hands, | . 

“ Our theatre seems indestructible. It sur- 
vived the European War, which extinguished 
every repertory theatre in England save one, 
it survived the AnglosIrish war and its cur- 
few, it survived the civil war-last winter. But 
the struggle to survive has been a difficult 
one, we could not have lived without help 
from Irish and English frievds, and 1 am 
convinced that a theatre such as ours—if it is 
to develop itself to the full exent of its 
powers—needs to be assured oí its. income. 

** Sooner or later the.choice will have-to be 
made between an Abbey Theatre subsidised 
out of the public funds or no Abbey Theatre. 
I am fairly certain om which side the choice 
would fall, but, whatever be the fate of the 
theatre, I am proud of having been associated 
with it through fair weather and foul, and 
I am very proud of being allowed now to 
direct the theatre with those two people who 
have done so much for art in hold Lads 
Gregory and Mz.

CARUSO RECORDS. 


BIG ROYALTIES FOR HEIRS, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Ovr Own Corras2onpsnr.

Royalties totalling 685,727 dollars have 
been pa'd to the estate of Enrico Caruso for 
the years 1921 and 1922 on contracts with 
the Victor Talking Machine Co., for which 
the great tenor made records. This is dis- 
clo in an account just filed in the Court 
of Chancery ‘here by attorneys for - Mrs. 
Dorothy Park Benjamin Caruso, his. widow, 
who to-day is marrying a British officer in 
London. 
Under the contract the Caruso estate is en- 
titled to 10 per cent. royalties for an im- 
definite number of years. Mrs. Caruso, who 
was the ancillary executrix of the estate in 
New Jersey, filed with the accounting a peti- 
tion that her distribution of the Victor 
royalties should be approved, and that there- 
after the royalties should be paid to ne 
beneficiaries without her intervention as ad- 
1oinistratrix. , 
Caruso died in Naples on August 2nd, 1921. 
His sons, Rodolf and Enrico, jun., and a 
brother, Giovanni, were designated as 
universal _ heirs, leavin the widow 
such part of tho estale as the Italian 
law provides. Gloria, their child, was not 
rovided for in the will. A special guardian 
or Gloria was named in the Italian Courts. 
In accordance with a settlement in the Naples 
Courts, October 21, 1921, Gloria received one- 
half of the estate, and the widow, two sons, 
and a brother receive one-eighth each. Before 
this distribution, a fund is set aside for 
Caruso’s step-mother and certain property for 
Gloria.

ENCOURAGING REPORTS 
: An 


HH was learned yesterday afternoon that a 
sum of approximately £4,000,000 has been sub- 
scribed to the National Loan throngh the 
Dublin banks. Large sums have been applied 
for through stockbrokers, and the reports 
from the provinces show that there is a keen 
demand for the stock im virtually every dis- 
trict, It may be assumed with safety, there- 
fore, that well over half the amount that the 
Government needs has been provided already, 
and that the balance will be subscribed in 
the course of a few days. 

In Dublin yesterday applications for the 
Stock showed no sign of slackening. From 
every quarter satisfactory accounts were re- 
ceived.- The applications at the Bank of 
Ireland included several for £20,000, £30,000, 
and £80,000, and a ial staff was kept fally 
employed all day. At the other banks, also, 
as one manager said, ' the going was good.” 
The Provincial Bank expressed pleasure at the 
steady flow of applications, mainly for small 
amounts. The Royal Bank had many appli- 
cations for £1,000 and upwards. The Munster 
and Leinster Bank was kept busy all day, 
while a heavy post arrived from country 
districts. All the other banks did a brisk 
business in the Loan. 

The stockbrokers also were busy. One 
stockbroker had two country applications for 
£20,000 and £10,000 respectively, and many 
others from £200 upwards. Another firm had 
one application for £10,000, one for £5,000, 
aud many for smaller amounts. Generally, 
the members of the Stock Exchange are put- 
ting through a big business, but until the 
lists close they will not be in a position to 
ascertain the amounts subscribed.

FRENCH AGREEMENT. 


PARIS, Wednesday.

The American Museum of Natural History 
has placed a tentative price of two thousand 
dollars each upon the fossilised dinosaur 
eggs brought here from what is now the 
Gabi ‘desert of Mongolia on November 12.

ELECTION CAMPAIGN, 


THE MAIN ISSUE, 


- 


The Times, in a leading article, observes :— 
It is, at least, one satisfactory feature of the 
election campaign that audiences are resolutely 
refusing to be led aside from the main ques- 
tion at issue. Much of the credit for this is 
due to the later speeches of the Prime Minister, 
himself. From the outset he has asked the 
country for a free hand to apply what he and 
his Government are convinced is a. construc- 
tive remedy for unemployment. In his recent 
utterances he has laid additional and stronger 
emphasis upon this point. His form of ap- 
peal is very different from that to which we 
wete accustomed in elections in the past. It 
is well suited to the circumstances of our 
time, for it asks the electors to form their 
judgment upon a basis not of immediate party 
interest, but of ultimate national advantage. 

No one demes that unemployment now, and 
the prospects of still greater unemployment as 
Continental . competition revives, are the 
dominant problems of to-day. The question 
that remains to be answered by everyone not 
blinded by sectional prejudice is whether the 
Government’s protective policy, or some al- 
ternative advocated by their opponents, is the 
best practical means of grappling with a very 
urgent crisis. From beginning to end the 
campaign of the Opposition has been one of 
negation, destruction and appeal to prejudice. 
On the rare oceasions when they have paused 
to discuss the question on a basis of economics, 
they have tried to represent Mr. Baldwin’s 
proposals as a revolutionary breach oí 
economic principle.

BRITAIN’S INSTRUCTIONS. 


In regard to the misleading statements in 
the Paris Press as to the instructions sent to 
General Bingham, the British representative 
on the Inter-Allied Military Control Com- 
mission in Berlin, it is stated in official circles 
in London that the instructions which have 
been sent to the General are in exact accord- 
ance with the decisions reached by the 
Ambassadors Conference on November 21 
(ssys T'he Times). After a rather critical 
discussion a unanimous Note was handed to 
the German Chargé d’Affaires in Paris, in. 
forming him that the, Allied Governments 
reserved to themselves absolute freedom to 
resume “operations of military control im 
Germany, preserving ful] latitude in deciding 
what are. the operations whose execution 
appear to them for the time being realisable 
and necessary.’ This last phrase was under- 
stood to be a concession to the view strongly 
held by the British Government, and pres 
by Lord Crewe, that the inspections, ete., 
should not for the present be carried out in 
districts where the presence of French and 
Beigjan officers would be likely to provoke 
incidents. Instructions in this sense have 
accordingly been sent to General Bingham. 

At the same time, it is emphasised that the 
British Government realise explicitly the 
importance of the disarmament question— 
which is of a far more serious character than 
the recent return of the former Crown Prince 
to Germany—and intend to allow no mis- 
understanding of their attitude, which is that 
the Treaty stipulations must be complied 
with and the necessary investigations carried 
out,

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A NOXIOUS TRAFFIC, 

It is gratifying proof of the essential sound- 
ness of Anglo-American relations that the 
capture outside American territorial waters 
of two run-runners, flying the British flag, has 
so far been neither an occasion for misunder- 
standing nor even a cause of irritation, re- 
marks The Times editorially. It is parti- 
cularly satisfactory that the intervention of 
this episode has not been allowed to interfere 
with the negotiation of an “Anglo-American 
Treaty, which is designed precisely to prevent 
or, at any rate, to check, the occurrence of 
these tiresome incidents. 

There are, unfortunately, a certain number 
of genuinely British ships enguged in this 
lucrative trade, which is of course uot illegal 
outside the limit of territorial waters. But 
it is a scandal for which the American and 
British Governments would do well to concert, 
a drastic remedy—that the British flag should 
be misused to cover a noxious traffic, even 
in cases where no British money is concerned.

THE NOBEL PRIZE 
WINNER. :

tive contro] of public expenditure, togethes 
with greater efficiency in administration, 
requests the Government to appoint a come 
mittee of experts to examine and report upod 
the matter.’ 

He had waited, he said, in the hope the mat- 
ter would be brought up in the other House, 
He would best approach the subject by quot- 
ing the words of Lord Haldane, when he said 
recently :—‘‘ Efficiency consists in devolutiap, 
with a defimition of function and assignment 
of responsibility.” The acceptance of that 
formula was essential to his whole argument. 
It conveyed that to secure efficiency the execu- 
tive officer would have to be left as pees pe 
as possible, and be judged by the results o 
his work. 

In practice devolution could mean only one 
thing—devolution of financial responsibi!it;, 
the decentralisation of finencia! power. Finan- 
cial control would be given to the executive 
officer, with so much money, and he would be 
left as free as possible. governed only by cer- 
tain general regulations. 

The next question was whether, as the ac- 
counts were at present, the devolutiop of 
financial responsibility was possible. The pre- 
sent accounting system was purely on a cash 
basis. All the moneys received in the course 
of the financial year, and all the expenditure, 
were shown in that year’s accounts, and that 
in no way represented a commercial “ revenue 
and expenditure’ account. There wes no 
method of showing the amount of outstanding 
liabilities; even the Minister of Finance did 
not know. The accounting was by subjects, 
and not by objects. 

He used as an illustration the present vear's 
estimate for the service of the Civic Guard. 
The accounts were set ont under such head- 
ings as salaries, allowances, clothing, ete. Such 
classifications told nothing in reality, and 
threw no light on the organisation of the 
Civic Guard, and for the purposes of control 
were of no use to an Executive Minister. -A 
more true and more useful account would be 
arranged in such a Íorm as to show the cost 
of the organisation in units—say, the county. 
Then an officer in charge of a particular unit 
could be shown that an officer in an adjoining 
county, say, with an equal number of men, 
was spending so much in comparison. At pre- 
sent they were thrown back on one form of 
control, and one only—central control. The 
Minister for Finance had to hold al! the 
strings regulating the details of expenditure. 
In this the present Government inherited an 
existing system still in use in England. 
Furthermore. under the present system the 
accounts as they appeared were not complete 
accounts. 


UNINSTRUCTIVE ESTIMATES. 
The system was very inefficient. The esti- 
mates supplied by the Free State Governs 
ment were peculiarly uninstructive, The ac- 
counts were in broad groups, and when ona 
looked into them one could find but little in- 
formation as to what this or that service 
costs in detail. There was. for instance, na 
figure to show what the capital value of cer, 
tain properties was. He did not lay any 
blame on the present Government, becaus¢ 
they were the inheritors of the system. 
Special Committees had inquired into th 
system in Great Britain, and experts had 
stated that the estimates furnished by de 
partments in the past were not worth the 
paper they were wriiten on from tha 
point of view of Parliamentary control. 
The point he was making was that the 
commercial methods of accountancy would

The 
National Expenditure Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Sir Herbert Samuel, which 
had been set up to make recommendations in 
regard to the form of public accounts, recom- 
mended, in broad outline, what he (Sir John) 
was now asking the House -to accept. The 
proposal he made was that a Committee of 
experts be appointed to examine the matter, 
and see if the public accounts could be estab- 
lished on the basis of revenue and expendi- 
ture, and of an intimate association between 
the Treasury officials and the Minister in 
control, and an internal audit. 

His view was that a commencement could 
well be made in the Department of Local 
Government, where the accounts were 
ringularly unwieldy. The question was One 
not merely of accounting, but of true 


economy. 
A GREAT SERVICE. 


Mr. Martin Fitzgerald seconded the motion. 
He said that Sir John Keane had done 4 
great service in bringing forward this ques- 
tion. Without a proper system of accountancy 
evervthine would go wrong. 

The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson said 
that Sir John Keane’s speech was most im- 
portant. He had produced his motion at ail 
excellent time, because if the Free State got 
into a prosperous and happy condition, to- 
wards which it was tending, it would be very 
dificult to alter the system of accounts. If 
Sir John Keane was right, and the system 
in Great Britain was wrong, this was the 
time to put their house in order, and to see 
that they were not led astray by following 
an old precedent and old methods which were 
condemned by experts in England. 

The Free State would do well to follow the 
methods of all great businesses, and there 
was no greater business than the business of 
the State. He had geen the accounts system 
of great a institutions completely 
altered. It was of great importance to have 
a system of accountancy which would be 
quite free from any control except that of 
internal audit. Busitess men recognised that 
they could not control a business if they 
had not a good system of accountancy and 
audit. 

He could hardly see any objection on the 

art of the Government that they were likely 
to put forward against Sir John Keane’s pro- 
posal. He thought that this was an opportune 
time to consult with the Government as to 
how best this thing could be done, and he 
believed that an inquiry into the present 
svstem of Government accounts would be 
extremely valuable. 


COMPLETE CASE FOR INQUIRY. 


Mr. James G. Douglas supported the motion, 
and said that he was of opinion that Sir 
John Keane deserved the thanks, not only of 
the Seanad, but of the country, for having 
brought this question of accountancy before 
them. While ir John Keane might not have 
nade a complete case for the change, he had 
made a complete case for an inquiry into 
the present system of accountancy, whi 
been adopted from the other side. _ 

An Englishman who knew this country 
fairly well had said to him (Senator Douglas) 
that he did not think the Free State would 
be able to afford the British method of 
‘lreasury control, and he thought that there 
was a good deal in what the Englishman 
said. 

It would be said that .# would be very 
difficult to make the change on account of 
the many vested interests concerned, and for 
other reasons.

THE NOBEL PRIZE. 
CONGRATULATIONS TO 
SENATOR YEATS. 


Senater Oliver Gogarty, M.D., moved— 
“Thai, the Seanad congratulates Senator Yeats 
on bis winning the Nobel Prize for Literature, 
and thanks him for the recognition which the 
nation has gained as a prominent contributor 
to the world’s culture through his success.” 

In submitting his motion, Dr. Gogarty said 
that to his mind the awarding of the Nobel 
prize to Senator Yeats was the most 
. significant thing that had happened for the 
country since the Treaty. On no sub- 
ject bad there been so much nonsense spoken 
as on the valve of the arts. There were two 
' views——individual work of the artist, and the 
value of a man’s artistic work to the nation. 
In the latter lay the value of the work of 
Senator, Yeats, who for 25 years had set his 
face sternly against false enthusiasm and false 
idealism, and any attempt to make poetry 
into patriotism. He had invited et sus-

NINETEEN ARRESTS. 


At the Trim District Sessions yesterday, 

before Mr. Kenneth Reddin, District Justice, 
six men, named Patrick King, Patrick 
Farrelly, Patrick Smith, Thomas Bill, James 
McGowan, and Hugh Kelly, al] from Rath- 
more, near Athboy, were charged with being 
members of a party, armed with firearms, who 
unlawfully and with force seized Hugh and 
Patrick Timmons, Meadstown, Dunderry, on 
the 11th February, 1923, tied them to a gate, 
and afterwards forcibly entered their house 
and. broke the furniture. 
Mr. McKenna, State Solicitor, who prose- 
cuted, said that in this case there were 19 
people under. arrest in connection with the 
charge, but there were 13 of them in military 
custody in Dundalk, and they had some 
difficulty in getting them out of military 
custody. The procedure was cumbrous, and 
he asked for a further remand to the next 
sessions in order to have the 19 prisoners 
tried together. He did not know what was 
the cause of the delay in getting the prisoners 
out of Dundalk Jail. . Application had been 
made to the authorities some time ago. 

Superintendent Mansfield said that the 13 

risoners were arrested in July by a special 
energy column and they were separated 
from the other internees. The Civic Guard 
were preparing a charge against them, and 
they would be rel on a warrant from 
the Minister of Defence. 

The Justice said that he thought he should 
express the opinion that the military ought 
to fix the sessions. He did not think it was 
fair to the accused. : 

Mr. McKenna said that he hoped his 
worship’s comment would be conveyed to the 
military. 

Mr. O’ Reilly, solicitor, Trim, who defended, 
asked to have the six men now in custody 
allowed out on bail. 

The Justice remanded the accused to the 
next sessions, and admitted them to bail in 
two sureties of £50 cach. Bails were given 
in each case. 


‘CHEMICAL “MANURE 
SUPPLIES. 
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‘END OF THE STRIKE. 


In order to meet foreign competition, Irish 
chemical manure manufacturers found it 
in the early part of this year to 

propose a reduction in the wages of their 
workers. ~The refusal of the employés to 
accept any “cut” resulted in a complete 
stoppage of work for three months. During 
the past few days, however, the workpeople 
agreed to a reduction, which, though regarded 
as inadequate, was accepted by the manv- 
facturers, whose factories in Dublin and Cork 
will be in full operation within a week or ten 


days. Sr 

The reduction in the wage bill, amounting 
to 10 per cent., will be used for the benefit 
of those purchasing chemical fertilisers. It 
is understood that the price of arti- 
ficial manures har been fixed at 2s. 6d. per 
ton less than last year’s price. 

" Supplies of raw materisl, which were held 
back during the strike, are now coming for- 
ward, and owing to the fact that during the 
war all manufactarers increased their plant, 
uo difficulty should be experienced in meeting 
any demands that may, arise during the 
ite season, 

If farmers “would take delivery now, 
instead of concentrating their demands into 
the ce of one or two months, the work of 
chemical manure manufacturers would be 
greatly facilitated,

Hitherto houses had been built by contract, 
by direct labour, and by workmen's ‘guilds, 
but allthis should be reversed, ag the object 
of everyone concerned appeared to have been 
to make the most for himself out of the 
opportunity. Comfortable houses for. the 
workers must be secured,and at the lowest poe- 
sible prices. The trades unions were willing 
to co-operate, and the workers should be — 
to. give the greatest ' output possible, as the 
problem could never be solved without their 
active assistance. é Ae 

““The contractor, as such, should. be elimi- 
nated,”’ proceeded the Chairman, ‘ but ‘inas- 
much as someone will have to do the work 
which he usually does, it is: suggested that a 
work’s manager, probably the ordinary con: 
tractor, shoúid be appointed, who would re- 
ceive a commission .of, say, TÍ per cent, upon 
the building.

New. tenants 
should be required to pay an increased annuity 
rent, or else to remain under rent for a longer 
petiod. The private builder should be 
brought into the field once more; the same 
subsidy or grants in aid should be given to 
him as.to the municipal authority, and every- 
thing possible’ ‘should be done to erect the 
largest possible number of houses in the 
shortest possible time. 
It should be noted that the figures men- 
tioned ‘in Alderman Hadden’s paper are ap- 
proximate figures, and do not include rates, 
insurance or cost-of site.

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FLOGGING IN THE FREE 
STATE. | 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The Irish Free State Government Publicity 
Department states that the Detroit News of 
the llth inst. publishes a photograph of por- 
tion of a ‘Republican procession in Dublin, 
showing a lorry, on which a masked man tied 
to a triangle is being flogged by another 
masked man. Underneath the photograph 's 
the inscription: “ Floggings m the Irish Free 
State have aroused a great deal of protest. 
Here is a public flogging in Dublin by a 
masked executioner. (Pacific and Atlantic 
Photo.)”’ 

The Publicity Department says that the 
newspaper '“' was sent to a prominent T.D. by 
an Irishman in Detroit,; accompanied by a 
letter in which he stated :—' Pictures of this 
kind injure Irishmen residing here, and also 
damage very much the reputation of the people 
at home.’ ”’ 

The Publicity Department's statement con- 
tinues :— 

“Since the passing of the Treaty the cases 
of flogging (seven in all) have been as shown 
hereunder :— - 

“ (1), July, 1922— Two men (one masked and 
armed) convicted of robbery with threata from 
a publichouse in Meath. Sentence, 7 years’ 
penal servitude and 12 strokes of the cat. 

" (2), May, 1923—Three armed men entered 
house in Moore street, Dublin, at night, and 
tied up, beat savagely, and ially strangled 
an old lady residing there. ey then divided 
amongst them whatever money and valuables 
they found. Sentence, 10 years’ penal servi- 
tude and 20 strokes of the cat. 

“(3)—One man, a soldier, convicted of 
robbery under arms at Boland’s Mills in June 
last, when nearly £1,400 was stolen. Sen- 
tence, 10 years’ penal servitude and 15 strokes 
of the cat. 

‘* (4)—One man, who with others, all armed, 
held up the manager of a firm at Castleknock 
in October and stole a sum of £43 odd, as well 
as three cycles. They were pursued and cap- 
tured by men of the C.1.D., one of whom was 
fatally shot on the occasion. Sentence, 5 
years’ penal servitude, £100 fine or one year's 
further imprisonment, together with 20 strokes 
of the cat. 

‘All, it can be seen, were cases of an 
aggravated criminal nature, and the sentences 
were imposed by the civil courts. In no case, 
of course, was the flogging carried out im 
public. The sentences will bring home to any 
who doubt it that the Ireland of the future 
is going to be a very unsale place for 
criminals.”

One of the charms of the opening of the 
fumping season in England is that it has 
aspects rather lihe a family reunion, where 
three gemerations meet on grandfather's birth- 
day, and the young and vigorous greet the 
survivors among the old stagers.

last fence when wel e lead. King’s 
Carel, who was cae: favourite here, was 
sold after the race for 35 guineas. 

It was a poor day here. The wintry 
weather kept the crowd very emall, and 
though there was not a great deal of frost 
about, the gronnd was yery hard in places, 
and this, as at Birmingham, kept most of the 

good horses away. Quite the best race of 
the afternoon was that for the Open Steeple- 

‘hase, in which Hairpin II, was a better 
tavoustip than Blazing Corn. There was no 
good middle-distance ‘chasers to oppose them, 
and the distance was all too short for Shaun 
Spadah. Jack Anthony lay last on Blazing 
Corn, while Goswell was making the running 
‘on Hairpin Il. However, when they came 
into the straight, Blazing Corn had headed 
his rival, and it looked ikely to be a good 
finish between the pair. Hopes were dispelled, 
however, when Hairpin Ii. came down at 
the third fence from home. Blazing Corn 
had not much to do then to win by a length 
from Shaun Spadah. Winnall fell, and the 
deteriorated St. Bernard was the only other 
one to finish. 

CIVIC GUARD'S SUCCESS. 

Jack Anthony rode, and Owen Anthony 
trained, this winner, which completed a good 
double for them, as they had won the pre- 
vious event, the Hants Hurdle, with Civie 
Guard. Tara Hill was not started, and the 
opposition to Town Guard's brother was weak. 
Evidently it was the gate that irritated Civic 
Guard—late Holy Willie—when he used to be 
left at the post on the flat, for here he went 
ff with the others: and ‘from the moment 
he took the lead after going six furlongs the 
ace was a mere ‘procession. This colt has a 
brilhant turn of speed, and, as he is a pro- 
ficient jumper, he should make a big reputa- 
tion for himself at the game. 

Owen Anthony had also expected to win the 
Berks Hurdle with Aubretia, who was 
favourite, but finished absolutely last. This 
race resulted in one of the several turn-ups 
that occurred during the afternoon, for it wa 
won by the outsider, old Glenfarg, who beat 
the second favourite, Double Bed, by half a 
length. It is a. good many years since Mr. 
Edgar Cohen hought Glenfarg in Ireland for 
600 guineas, and after he had won him a race 
on this course sold him to Mr. J. Patrick. 
Every season since, with unfailing regularity. 
Glenfarg has won for Mr. Patrick a race or 
two over hurdles, though he had not hefore 
accomplished anything quite so big as this. 

A LUCKY WINNER. 

The luckiest winner of the day was the 
six-year-old Cheltenham mare, Miss Caubeen, 
a daughter of the late Mr. Frank Bibby a rare 
oid Aintree performer, Caubeen, who took the 
Novices’ Steeplechase. At the second fence 
from home Lee Bridge swerved and forced the 
two favourites, Charlie Wise and Canopus, 
over the wing, putting them clean out of the 
race just when Charlie Wise appeared sure to 
win. The contretemps left Miss Caubeen in 
front, and she went on to win easily from 
Blue Anchor, Mr. McKevitt’s mare, The
